shown considerably more than the average rate of 
growth in learning and intellectual power. It has 
been fortunate also in that during the twenty-five 
years for which it has possessed a president, that 
office has been filled successively by two men of out 
standing ability in the persons of Dr. J. A. Maclean, 
previously president of the University of Idaho and 
a graduate of Toronto and Columbia, and of Sidney 
Earle Smith, a native Nova Scotian, a graduate of 
Dalhousie and Harvard, and a former member of 
the law faculty at Osgoode Hall, Toronto. 

In the formative stages of a voung institution the 
personality of the head is of major importance, and 
the selection among the available candidates is 
peculiarly difficult, because it is usually necessary to 
confine the search to men of comparative youth whose 
qualities cannot have been completely tested. In the 
case of President Smith, for example, all that the 
governors had to go on was his academic attainments 
and an administrative record of five vears as dean 
of the Dalhousie law school. The general belief is 
that they made no mistake, and that President Smith 
is adding every vear to the prestige of the institution 
The voung university has another advantage in pos- 
sessing a chancellor, Dr. J. W. Dafoe, who is among 
the most vigorous and broad-minded personalities in 
Canada. and whose support must be an invaluable aid 
to the president. 
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IN STEP WITH SPRING 


F IS ABOUT this time of the vear that we yearn 
to have a garden. We do not have this feeling 
during the earlier stages of the game, the period of 
ploughing under wet leaves and the odd accumulation 
of winter’s debris that seems always to include tin 
cans and the tops of beer bottles and a strange, un- 
accountable woollen sock. That is the stage of drab 
reality when all things are impossible and the thought 
of so much as a small green shoot makes one suspect 
a disordered imagination. But it is days like these, 
with the sight of so much beauty bursting from the 
ground, that fill us with an annual excitement, a 
heady desire to be associated with this magnificent 
enterprise which is transforming the world into a 
creature of Cinderella-like loveliness. 

And we would have a garden if gardening were as 
magical as it seems, if one could scatter a few seeds 
gracefully over the receptive earth in the serene con- 
viction that the next day would find the garden 
a-swoon With blossoms. But, alas, it is not so. One 
sees the enchantment of the flowers, forgetting the 
drudgery of raking and hoeing and weeding and 
digging and doing things to bugs that must precede, 
accompany and succeed the creation of such delicate 
vlory. The truth is that gardening, like any other 
art, is a jealous taskmaster and consumes without re 
morse one’s leisure hour 

Phat is why we have no garden, in the accepted 
sense of the word. The demands of our other in 
terests, which include stamp-collecting and keeping 
the wolf from the door, have restricted our floral 
enthusiasm to the dimensions of a = window-box 
Humble in appearance it is nevertheless full of com 
pensation Its tiny terrain, its small-scale wonde) 
land, provides ample labor for our hands. Here we 
are the equal foe of what casual bugs, insects and 
worms may assault, here no weeds can sink then 
octopus roots and what hoeing and digging is to be 
done can be done with a tablespoon in one uncal 
loused hand. It is a Lilliputian world of flora that 
may fill the common or garden toiler with a faint 
contempt, but to us it is all sweetness and light and 
ur proud and urgent contribution to the vreat

volume is, ‘‘Why another book about 


Robespierre The bibliography in 
cluded in this book indieates that as 
many, if not more, books have been 
written on the ‘“Incorruptible and 
his brief epoch, than on Julius 
Caesar The events of his life are 
well documented There are no 
historic mysteries to solve. Any new 
books must be merely new interpre 
tations. The answer to the question 


is that changing epochs bring chang 


ing reactions toward the past. His 
torical crises of the past take on 
new aspeets for each sueceeding 
generation of thinkers, consciously or 
unconsciously influenced by events 
of their own time In the past 
twenty vears we have witnessed 
oceurrences whieh dwart the old 


conceptions of Robespierre aus the 


most bloodthirsty tyrant of modern 
history Nothing in the history ot 
the French Revolution equalled in 


sheer terrorism the slaughter of the 
late Czar of Russia and his family 
The buteher’s bill of Lenin and his 
associates far exceeded anything 
that happened in Paris during the 
last deeade of the eighteenth cen 
tury. Hitler's ‘‘blood purge’ was a 
political atrocity that left Robes 
pierre and the terrorists of the 
French Revolution far in the shade 

Mr. Korngold’s” subtitle, ‘First 
Modern Dictator,’’ is not intended 
by way of censure His argument 
seems to be that crises oecur in the 





history of nations which demand 
dictators, and that dictators must 
sometimes resort to blood-letting 
against the dictates of their true 
natures, as he believes was the case 
with Robespierre He holds that 
Thiers (whom the forgotten Henri 
Rochefort called = ‘‘the spectacled 
serpent’) was a more bloodthirsty 
tyrant than the protagonist of the 
rE error.. He draws attention to 
Carlvle’s suggestion that the ‘Te 
ror’? received so much seathing com 
ment because it was directed against 
the privileged lasses and not 
against the “voiceless millions

I understand that no serious consideration has as 
yet been given by the directors of Sudbury Basin 
Mines toward the reopening of its copper-zinc-lead 
property at Vermillion Lake, Fairbanks township, 
Sudbury. This holding comprises 2,000 acres and 
extensive diamond drilling was carried out some years 
ago. The property covers 415 miles in length but ex- 
ploration at that time was confined to a section about 
1! miles in length. The drilling indicated a length 
of 1,200 feet of which 525 feet on the eastern end 
was definitely outlined as an ore zone, and 425 feet 
on the western end returned results that showed ore 
possibilities. There was not enough work done on 
the intervening ground to definitely indicate an ore 
zone. If operations are resumed a heavy expenditure 
would be entailed and it would take a year or so to 
develop and equip the property. The treasury, how- 
ever, is such that the company would not be worried 
about the matter of financing. Despite the recent

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THE MARKET AND BRITISH TRADE 


Though London Financial Circles Gloomy, No Real Reason 
Exists to Expect Early Slump in Trade and Industry 
BY GILBERT C. LAYTON 


Saturday Night's Financial Correspondent in London 





Britain's 1987 budget has certainly 
proved fateful. It is realized well 


enough by now that the National De 
fence Contribution never meant any 
thing serious, and it will not be a 
heavy burden on industry: but Mr 
Chamberlain's not very tactful state 
ments shook the confidence of the 
City, whose introspective mood showed 
itself in the most serious relapse in 
stock and share prices since 1931, o1 
perhaps even since 1929, 

The stock market situation has be 
come quite abnormal. In the relapse 
which accompanied the abdication of 
King Edward, for instance, trade, as 
well as Stock Exchange prices, was 
severely reduced, Stock Exchange 
prices after this budget fell much more
